Columbus, Oct. 1 - During the past 
16 months tin* state industrial com­ 
mission secured convictions of 324 out 
of 3 4 4 employers arrested for violat­ 
ing labor laws, according to figures 
announced by 
Statistician 
Fred C 
Croxton. 
One hundred and 
fifty-seven 
em ­ 
ployers were 
convicted 
of working 
women more than 54 hours a week, 
76 were found guilty of working girls 
between 16 and IS years of age more 
than ten hours 
a day, eleven 
were 
convicted of employing girls under 16 
and eight were found guilty of hav­ 
ing worked girls under 18 before sev 
er in the morrjing and after six at 
night. 
About 25.000 orders were issued to 
employers by the Inspectors, of which 
61 per cent were for the protection 
oi life and limb and 22 per «eat for 
h* alth. comfort and safeguard? 
Sev­ 
enteen per le n t were for miscellan­ 
eous violations of the law 
The commission

doors of 218 out of 976 churches in
